In Holy Week And Throughout Year, Do Something Daily For God 


Today we enter the most important week of the 
year — Holy Week. Should every one not feel in- 
wardly impelled to make up for the rather indiffer- 
ent manner in which he observed Lent up to this 
time? 

This is the time also for every parent and youth 
to resolve to be a real “Christopher” (which means 
a Christ-bearer). He is obligated to do it whether 
he takes such a resolution or not; but he should want 
to do something daily for our Divine “Lord. Each 
may not be able to do a great deal, but can do a 
little — such as winning favorable attention for his 
religion by his own good life. 

As we have reported frequently in the new 
N.C.C.M. set-up, we should like to have some assign- 
ment given to every member, if it be nothing more 
than the supervision of a very small district within 
the parish; then from the membership or in combin- 
ation with members of other city parishes, a couple 
of discussion clubs could be formed both for health- 
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ful recreation and mutual instruction. 


Just today I received a Bulletin sent out by 
Religious News Service, reporting programs which 


the two largest Protestant denominations in the 


United States are ready to launch and to continue 
until 1958. Their programs will deal chiefly with 
the recruiting of members in our cities where they 
have hitherto been less strong than in small towns 
and in rural areas. In particular they want business 
and professional persons, and are going to work hard 
to win over labor to their way of réligious practice. 

The heads of both these religious bodies admit 
that they have been slipping in the cities, but that 
they are now gaining. For instance one of them, dur- 
ing 1953, erected 620 new churches in the cities. 
One of these organizations has decided to spend dur- 
ing this year $1,056,000.00 on Radio and TV pro- 


grams, an increase of 33% over last ye4r. 

Still another denomination has received a con<- 
tribution from a layman of $25,000.00 to experiment 
in five urban industrial centers. This organization is 
also ready to construct a $500,000.00 “college for 
pastoral work,” to train clergymen in ministering 
to “big-city dwellers.” 

One Protestant leader sees the need of church 
communities, or rallying centers, “which are both 
social and spiritual.” They wish also to contact young 
men and women in the cities who, away from their 
parental home, have no church connection. 

Now, according to the N.C.C_M. plan, all these 
things could be done without any institution for the 
training of workers, and at no cost whatsoever. Each 
member would merely have under his supervision 
young men and women who belong to his Church 
or any church. Catholic youth could try to make 
friends with them in order to be helpful to them 
in a spiritual way.

N many homes Easter dinner without ham would be like the 


thanksgiving feast without turkey. It is the focal point of 
your dinner table so cook it to perfection. 

Follow the cooking directions on the wrapper or follow these 
simple directions. Remove wrapping from ham. but do not re- 
move rind.
